Wltb 'no labor worth mentioning the earn- 
er* reproduces tbe design of a note upon a 
metal plate, which, after passing through 
a suxple etching process becomes to all 
ln~,ents and purposes a fac-simtl* of tbe 
original steel epgraving, ready to orlnt the 
money from. Thanks to late discoveries 
in photocromy the execution of greenbacks 
and red seals In precisely the proper shades 
is the easiest tblng in the world. Here is 
the last report of the chief of the secret 
service. He s$ys: 


'The genuln^ government notfs nowa- 


days* especially tbe series of 1SOO, are 
m irvels of the engraver's art, aided by the 
wonderful geometric lathe. One would
